They were met in Khedivial Avenue, 
near’ the ‘Egyptian army-~ hospital,.. by 
two platooms~ of a British Bgyptian 
Tegiment, “which faced them at a dis- 
tance of 150 yards. The officer com- 
manding.‘the British contingent ad- 
vanced alone In front of his troops and 
tried to persuade the mutineers to obey 
orders. His attempt was negatived by

The outbreak was confined to ‘thé two 
platoons of the Eleventh Battalion, arid 
the behavior of the rest of the Sudanese 
troops, which has hitherto been excel- 
lent, remains normal. 

It is stated that there’ is’ no evidence 
that there is danger ofa general’ mu- 
tiny among the Sudanese troops, of 


’ whom there are normally about 10,000 


in the Sudan, together with two battal- 
ions of British troops. The British have 
within the last day or two been ‘rein- 
forced. by. another. battaHon, 

Official quarters profess no anxiety 
that- amything serious: may arise in the 
Sudan, despite the comparative small- 
ness of the British garrison, because 
the Sudanese troops are’ allowed only 
small supplies of ammunition and could 
not. carry out a serious. revolt unless; 
they obtained supplies surreptiuously. 

As far~as Khartum -itself is - con- 
cerned, any uprising would be easily stp- 
pressed becauife the layout, bf the streets, 
very wide straight avenues, lends itself 
to effective military fire. -

|Japan’s Naval Minister Is Ready 


for “Fair-Basis” Plan to 
Reduce Armaments. 


\EXTOLS OUR FRIENDSHIP 


And Declares the Pacific Ocean 
Should Be Preserved for 
Eternal Peace.

Washington Thinks His Talk Shows 
Decline of Feeling on Ex- 
clugion Law.

TOKIO, Nov. /29.—Admiral Takarabe, 
Minister. of the Navy, in a, statement to 
THE New Yorx Times. today, declared 


that Japan was ready to consider a new’ 


proposal for the further reduction of 
armament to the extent compatible with 
her own defense requirements. He re- 
ferred to the friendship between the 
United States and Japan, “which has 
been \traditional,’’ and expressed ‘the 
opinion that it is the duty of statesmen 
in’ both countries to do ¢verything. pos- 
sible ~ to hold sacred the cause of 
peace.” 

This is the first official expression of 


‘Japan’s attitude ,toward the Proposal 


for a new disarmament conference, to 
be called by the United States, such as 
was recommended by the American Con- 
gress in the Byrne amendment to the 
naval bill in Marth, and which Presi- 
dent. Coolidge in his ‘acceptance speech 
declared his intention of calling. .

“Peace-loving American citizens and 
peace-lovitig Japanese subjects should 
rally firmly, so that there shall “be no 
gap through which trouble breeders may 
take advantage. The Pacific should be 
preserved for eternal peace among the 
nations washed by its waves. The Amer- 
ican and Japanese, publics should ‘Se 
convinced. that there are between the 
two nations no issues whatsoever await- 


ing solution by the application of brute 
force, which work, evil to all those in- 
volved. .

Prof; Dodge of Illinois University 
Traces President’s Self-Im- 
provement in Expression. 


URBANA, Illi Nov. 29 (Associated 
Press).—Contraty*to any general belief 
that Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address: was 
either: unprepared ‘or a-hastily prepared 
effort, it-was-a result of careful thought 
and much work, according to Professor 
Daniel Kilham Dodge. of the: University 
of Blinois.

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WHITE RULE’IN THE ORIENT. 


Great Britain’s problem in Egypt is 
symptomatic of conditions extending be- 
yond the British Empire. At Paris there 
ig anxious debate concerning eventuali- 
ties in the whole of French North Af- 
rica. From certain quarters come inti- 
mations that Italy ahd the Soviet Gov- 
ernment have been fomenting unrest in 
Africa. But Rome has certainly nothing 
“to gain by a general upheaval in Africa. 
Her own position in Tripoli would be 
among the first to suffer. And though 
Moscow openly professes itself. the cham- 
pion of the.“ colored slaves of Western 
imperialism,” it makes a difference when 
Moscow’s own ox is gored. The Soviet 
Government showed no lack of ruthless- 
ness 4 few years ago in Turkestan or 
only the other day in Georgia. The. 
crisis in Egypt is. only. one illustration 
of the permanént problem of Eurépean 
domination in the Orient; as accentuated 
iby the World- War and its sequels. 
Moorish success againsf*Spain comes at 
2 time.when Kemat Pashi’s victoriés 
over. the, Greeks .are ‘not yet forgotten. 
The East ‘has been growing self-con- 
scious ‘and thinks more vigorously of 
sglf-determination. 

Nationalism in Egypt, in India, in 
North Africa and in our own Philip- 
pines is not the product of <intolerable 
conditions created By the suzerain eg 
Too many arraignments:of white ‘ 
perialism” suffer from a confusion ae 
ideas.. We.are.asked at the same time to 
believe that the white.man’s rule has re- 
duced the subject populations to misery 
and that these subject populations are 
fully capable of ruling themselves, Co- 
lonial discontent today arises not from 
the “exploitation” of the subject races, 
but from their upliftment.. In India and 
in Egypt the opposition to British rule 
has been led by the educated classes; 
A there is: no one to deny that. white 

Je has fostered education in the Orient. 
The opposition in the Philippines is fos- 
tered ‘by the rémarkable spread of. edu- 
_¢ation’ under our encouragement.. In’ 
lesser degree that holds true for French: 
‘North Africa. - In ‘the economic sphere 
the plored peoples have far from. suf- 
“fered by foreign rule. “Egypt and the 
Sudan have certainly no reason to look 
back regretfully”. to the times” before 
Omidurman.~

‘PERSHING’S FINAL REPORT. 


In his valedictory report as Chief of 
Staff, transmitted to the Secretary of 
War on Sept. 12 and given out for publi- 
cation yesterday, General JoHN J. PER- 
SHING speaks of the condition of. the 


land forces without mental reservations. 


He.could render no greater service on 
the eve of his retirement from the active 
list than to deal frankly with the state 


of the national defense and show in what 


respects it falls short of the standard 
set up in the law of 1920, the purpose of 


which was to créate the nucleus of a@ 


citizen-army that could be expanded au- 
tomatically in an emergency. “ One very 


| “ clear indication. that we have builded 


“wisely,” says’ General PERSHING, “i 
“the general acceptance of oyr national 
*‘ defense policy by the people.” He does 
not hesitate to point oyt that “with 
appropriations continuously decreasing ” 
it has become very difficult to carry out 
the design of the Defense act. Fur- 
ther development of the ‘policy it en- 


4oins “ will be seriously retarded -unless 


“steps are taken to restore the de- 
“ creases.made since 1921,” The “ whole 
scheme” will be endangered, he main- 
tains, if further “ cuts” are made in the 
personnel of the army, He once. more 
urges a complement of 13,000 officers 
and 150,000 men, “if we are to carry out. 
“ effectively the mission given us in the | 
“National Defense act.” A cavalry of- 
ficer by training, General _PersHING de- 
clares that “the most vital need is in 
crease. of the air service.”. The country 
should have learned by experience, In 
spite of an appropriation of $600,000,000 
for aviation upon our entry into the 
World War, “no American plane ‘was 
“ flown: in battle until August, 1918,.and 
“only some 600 planes had 'been,sent to 
“the front before the armistice.” The 
truth is that until the last shot was fired 


in the war the American forces -were: 


largely dependent’ upon French ‘co- 


operation in the air along the battle 
front. . General PEeRSHING in «recom- 
mending a strong flying arm is not car- 
ried away by illusions’ about aviation 


values in warfare. He observes: 


During the World War extravagant 
tales of havoc done’ to enemy cities and 
ins tions were brought» back, in good 
faith fo doubt, by some of our avia- 
tors, but investigation ‘after the armistice 
faNed,in the)majority of ‘cases, to verify 
the correctness of jsuch reports. * * * 
The infantry still: remains’ the backbone 
of the attack, and the)rdle of other arms 
is to help it reach the enemy. 

It is nevertheless as ‘an indispensable 
auxi iary, that General..PersHING views 
the air service.

Wit, Philosophy and Learning Do Not Make H oliday 


By SAMUEL MeCHORD CROTHERS 
HE charm of Christmas is expressed in 
the adjective that clings to it. “Merry 
Christmas."" we say. Now, to be 
mérry is a grace not given to all, or, 
rather, it is not retained by all to whom it 
was given ip early childhood. The cares of 
this world and the burden of responsibilities 
choke the fountains of merriment. One may 
be soberly contented and even achieve a 
rational happiness without being 
able to take life merrily. 

To a healthy child this is the 
easiest thing in.the world. He asks 
for nothing but what he finds, and 
he finds instantly what he asks for. 
To him the lew of supply and de- 
mand rep no d@ } science. 
Supply and demand are beth, for all 
practical purposes, infinite. Every- 
thing is equally surprising and fa- 
miliar. The literal-minded parent 
brings home an elaborate mechanical 
tey; but the imaginative child has 
already made more wonderful contri- 
vances out of odd sticks and strings. 
Left to bimseif, he would merrily de- 
stroy the foolish work of his elders in 
order that in the ensuing chaos he 
may have new materials upon which 
to use his creative energy. His joys 
are in the moment, and are marred 
by no forebodings. The fountain of 
life is bubbling up fresh and pure. 

To express this joy of living is the 
aim of Christmas literature. It is 
no wonder that there are so few 
books that stand the test of reading 
by the Christmas fire. It is not for 
lack of good intentions on the part 
of the writers. They mean well; but 
“‘injorious time’’ bas done its work. 
They have become morally sophisti- 
cated. Ali the more precious are 
the rare books in which we can see 
the mind stilt bubbling merrily. 

In order to produce this effect it 
is not necessary that one should be 
a confirmed optimist, or should sen- 
timentalize over the world in general. 
The spring may be in the desert, 
but its waters are none the less re- 
freshing. One may find joy in an 
oasis. in fact, the Christmas spirit 
may manifest itself against a oe 
backgreund. 

Chaucer, in the Prioress’s Tale, sets 
the radiant religion of childhood 
against the dark background of 
medieval bigotry and hate. A boy 
of 7 listens to the old Latin hymn 
chanted by the monks. He does not 
understand the meaning of a single 
word as he joins in the refrain, O 
alma redemptoris. 


Not wiste he what that Latin wae 





matched by devout Jews who had suffered 
from Christian mobs. The Christian child 
singing a Latin hymn of the Church in the 
Ghetto would arouse the same fierce passions 
that would be awakened by a Jewish child 
chanting the Twenty-third Psalm before the 
door of the cathedral. The world had not 
been made safe for the religion of childhood. 
Nor has it yet been made altogether safe. 
But the’ great thing is that childhood has

Tale-Teller of the Soil and 

Nobel Prize Winner — 
Ladislas Reymont, Son of a Windmill Owner, 

: Has Been Writing for Thirty Y ears 


By R. LE CLERC PHILLIPS 
HE name of Ladislas Reymont 


cently come out of Stockholm 
that this YPolish writer has been 
awarded the most coveted literary 
prize that has ever existed, the Nobel 
Prize, for his great four-volume 
novel, ““The Peasants.’’ 

Little is known of him ‘in this 
country, although his powerful ge- 
tiius has been widely recognized on 

the continent of Europe for many 
“years past; and this, coupled with 
the fact of his success in obtaining 
the Nobel Prize for 1925, goes to 


“prove that a man even today may 


well be a great literary artist and 
yet be practically unknown on this 
side of the Atlantic. The distigction 
that, this prize confers on ita re- 
cipient is, however, so great that it is 
safe to say that before long all men 
and wonien in these wide United 
States who follow with interest the 
achievements of their gifted fellow- 
men will know Ladislas Reymont 
and “Autumn,” the first of the four 
volumes of “The Peasants,’’ which 
has just been published in transia- 
tion. : 
Eager to learn-something more of 
. Reymont than the somewhat meagre 
details that have so far appeared in 
the press, 1 sought out Dr. A. M. 
Nawench of Columbia University, 
long an intimate friend of the Polish 
author, and told him that I was cer- 
tain that there were countless others 
as curious for information as 1 was 
myself. 
*“A few facts of his life story have 
appeared in the papers,’’ I said, “but 
I particularly desire to know some- 
. thing of the personality of Rey- 
mont and of the environment which 
influenced him as a writer, as en- 
vironment always must.” 
“‘Reymont is the son of a windmill 
owner, and was born in 1868 in what 
was formerly Russian Poland,” Mr. 
Nawench. told me. “He is thus of 
more or less lower middle-class ori- 
gin, or at any rate a tittle above

Fo:tunately, fate was a seated book to the 
parents—nnd grandparents—of the tiny, red, 
breathes; thing that, with ‘our ugly iitle 
wounds in the back of his head, was 
wriggling im the hands of the court physi- 
clans. The grandfather, the Emperor, was 
an old man—he had now reigned thirty-eight 
years—and his health was none too good. 
His eldest son and heir, the Crown Prince 
Ferdinand, was a kindly man, full of the 
best intentions; unfortunately, he was also 
an idiot, or nearly one, and everybody knew 
it. He was not married; it was extremely 
improbable that he ever would have an hetr. 

Ferdinand’s brother, the Emperor’s second 
son, the Archduke Francis Charlies, was 
thus virtually in the position of an heir- 
presumptive. But he was not much younger 
than his brother: he was a modest, incon-

Under these circumstances little! 
Francis Joseph was universally re- 
garded as the future sovereign, first 
of all by his own grandparents, the 
Emperor and Empress, whose atti- 
tude emphasized on every point the 
exceptional importance of the birth 
of an heir to their second son: The 
Emperor's interest was expressed, 
among other things, by the great 
‘eare he exercised in personally se- 
lecting a nurse for his grandson. 

f course, the nurse of a little em- 
peror-to-be is not like other nurses. 
She is a jady of noble birth, and she 
commands a whele army of govern- 
esses and maids and flunkeys, all of 
whom speak of ber as her Excel- 
lency, and at court functions she 
watks in right behind the archduch- 
esses and princesses. and in front of 
countesses and the wife of a mere 
prime minister. At the Hapsburg 
court the title of such a gentiewo- 
 an-nurse;de-luxe was Aja (pro- 
nounced Ah-ya), a word of Italian 
origin meaning “auntie.” 

The Aja of little Francis Joseph 
was the Raroness Louise Sturmfeder, 
an old maid born of a Wirttemberg- 
fan noble family. She was not only 
thoroughly good, but also thorough- 
ly capable. She was a perfect wo- 
man, if there ever was one—at any 
rate, she was a perfect nurse.

Baroness Had Modern Ideals 


The Baroness had ideas about the 
upbringing of babies that were about 
eighty years ahead of the age. She 
believed, in an age when consump- 
tion was supposed to be caused by 
cold air, in ventilation. She believed 
in physical exercise. She disbelieved 
in too much clothing. To her Fran- 
cis Joseph probably owed more than 
to any other human being. She un- 
derstood masterfully how to develop 
the little boy's innate good qualities—- 
orderliness, a sense of duty, self-con- 
trol, self-reliance. Her early physi- 
cal training laid the foundation of a 
health that served Francis Joseph 
without a hitch for eighty-six years. 

Another fundamental trait of his 
character was fully formed before he 
wis two years old. It was his love 
for soldiers and soldiering. It is no 
exaggeration to say that he could 
drill before he could walk. At the 
age of twenty months he amused the 
Emperor by marching up and down 
in his , at the-head of a squad 
‘of two, consisting of his father, the 
Archduke, and his grandmother, the 
Empress. * 

This sett of ecldiering in its ex-

Duplicate of Old Empefor 


It is one of the assumptions of the 
mew biology that children take not 
after the father but the grandfather. 
The case of Francis Joseph is in 
point. In temperament, inclinations, 
ideas, he was almost a duplicate of 
the old Emperor. The grandson's 
unbounded love and admiration for 
the grandfatffer colored not only his 
life but also the history of Europe 
for the next seventy-five years. 
Francis Joseph modeled himself and 
his reign on his grandfather's lines. 
It was a fateful, if inevitable, choice. 

At the outset of the twentieth cen- 
tury the Austrian Empire was 
steered by a ghost—the ghost of the 
Emperor Francis. It steered the em- 
pire on to the rocks. In a sense it 
may be said that Austria-Hungary 
was destroyed because. Francis Jo- 
seph loved his grandfather not wisely 
but foo well. 

In 18382 a son was born to 
the Archduchess Sophie, and was 
baptized Ferdinand Max. The Bar- 
oness Sturmfeder regarded the new 
baby as an interloper, and positively 
resented that he was handsome— 
handsomer even than the very good- 
looking little Franzi. To her Franzi 
was “my own boy.”” Maxi was “the 
stepchiid.’” By and by the extraor- 
dinary sweetness of the smaller boy 
conquered, her antipathy. Who 
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obeyed. He did not know, nor did 
his shrewder contemporaries, that 
| the old Emperor's will was a plant. 
It had been forged hy Metternich. 
And the unscrupulous old man, shiv- 
ering in the tatters of his worn-out 
brilliancy, continued as Chancellor. 


A year later littie Francis Joseph, 
now 6 years old, was taken away 
from the Baroness Sturmfeder and 
entrusted to a staff of tutors under 
the guidance of the Count Heary 
Bombeliles. - To the poor Aja parting 
with her beloved Franzi was a terri- 
ble blow. No mother ever loved her 
child with a tenderer and more pas- 
sionate love than this old maid loved 
her little charge. The pages of her 
diary reflect the tortures of a soul 
writhing in hell fire. 

“Oh, I still see my little Franzi at 
times,’’ she wrote after the parting, 
“but it is not my Franzi any more— 
it ig the Archduke Franz."" 

It was. The eyes of the dynasty, 
of the empire, rested on this boy of 
G—and the eager, clever, passionate 
eyes of his mother Sophie. She 
steered him along a straight course 
at the end of which was the imperia) 
throne.

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N 1886 four peddlers parked their 
pushcarts at the curb in Hester 
| Street and New York acquired 
its first permanent open-air 
market zone. Now the first broad 
survey has just been completed 
by the City Department of Mar- 
kets and the Federal Department 
of Agriculture and it shows fifty- 
three such markets, each controlled 
-and supervised. It shows enough 
carts to line one side of Broadway 
for the whole length of the island— 
thirteen miles of them for the greater 
vity, serving a population which in 
Manhattan alone represents two out 
of five of all the borough's residents. 
Mile after mile of them, east side, 
west side, up town, in Brooklyn and 
in the Bronx, and all of them looked 
down upon when regarded at all by 
those whose voices make the voice 
of the community. But listen! -It 
is on one of those narrow sidewalks 
where people trickle perpetually like 
grains of sand through the neck of 
an hour glass. A roving peddier 
passer, one of the small fry. He has 
@ tray with candy and he says 
appealingly at each step, ‘‘A penny 
upiece."" The pushcart man points 
at him. Pride gives his voice a 
resonance that carries through the 
mutter of the street. ‘‘I began like 
tha he says, ‘‘twenty-two yeara 
ago as a peddier. Yes, 1 worked 
my way up.’’ 

Fifteen years, twenty, twenty- 
five—there are a good many like 
him, and they used to fight for their 
places at the curb each morning and 
often sleep all night in the street to 
get a preferred place. That was 
before the Department of Markets 
took control and regulated it all, 
giving each his location and cutting 
out the graft the pushcart man used 
to pay to storekeeper or landlord, or 
both, for a place in the gutter. 


Pushbcart a Real Business 


A pushcast is a business. It is 
something to look up to. Sometimes 
it leads further, to a shop, yet it is 
complete in itself, a livelihood, an 
ambition fulfilled. The markets 
have their customs and traditions, 
and in the dust of the streets they 
solve problems of display and adver- 
tising and merchandising. They are 
a world of their own, filled with 
human passions (frequently audi- 
ble) and they put their stamp on a 
man. In the beginning he may think 
of a shop and say to himself each 
day, *‘Next year!’ And when the 
years have passed? 

‘In the offices of the Department 
of Markets on the twenty-third floor 
of the Municipal Building a vendor 
is under examination. He is a man 
of 7 and small, but, with the 
memory of years of scrambling to 
give him valor, he tried to whip a 
giaut of a/youth in a dispute over

the office, too—one of his sons, a 
college graduate. ~ 

The son looks down on the old 
man, smiling a bit wryly but with 
tenderness. ‘‘We want to take care 
of him,"’ he says, ‘“‘can't you do 
something to help?’’ 

An official asks the old man, 
“Why dg you want to go on selling 
these things?"’ 

The peddler makes a gesture. He 
utters the plaint of all o'd people 
who fear to be a burden. ‘Death 
should come,’’ he says, ‘‘and find 
me not busy?”’ 

He has fought in this world of his 
and he would die in it. It is a world 
spoken of as open air, vet filled with 
a conglomerate odor. It has short 
straight streets and long streets by 
the river which curve gradually like 
those of Old-World cities, giving no 
vista. Bits of blue and yeilew spot 
the wash festooned on fire-escapes 
above. Old women sit here in 
shawls, giris knitting, mothers nurs- 
ing babies, with.patience on every 
face. Young men in caps bawi: 
“Dollar ‘n half, dollar ‘n half!'’ 
and old men wait for the pennies, 
standing on a bit of beard in the 
wet gutter, in Winter their fire cans 
beside them. They have stood so 
since middle manhood and they have 
seen the beards of the elders grow 
whiter and fewer. 

Turkish candy, peacock feathers, 
battered hardware, lace beside ham- 
mers, alarm clocks ringing, tomatoes 
pickled whole, violins, pretzels piled 
on sticks, tea from Russia and red 
sweaters, junk, pianola rolls, red 
beads hung sportingly on a beard, 
dishes, clothes, vegetables, paper 
caps and pomegranates—govuds here 
for the whole human acene, all 
sprung from the cabbages and apples 
of the four old carts in Hester 
Street and their unrecognized prede- 
cessors. 

Here Bagdad-on-the-subway shops 
as did the Bagdad of story. All day 
iong the women saunter and half the 
night in the light of the gasoline 
flares or the bright bulbs connected 
with wires in the basement beyond. 
They saunter, an hour to the block, 
land they pinch and test and taste.

have acquired order with size. They 
have grown till Hamburg and Paris, 
Tokio and Yokohama have been 
overshadowed, and even London, 
gave on the special market days, 
when the costers man 15,000 stalls. 

The Department of Markets issues 
10,000 permits a year in its perma- 
ment markets, not counting the 
stoopline stalis; the number of carts 
is not apt to run over S,500 on any 
day, but the department now must 
add the stoopline vendors and the 
floating peddiers, over whom it has 
been given jurisdiction. 

The markets, some of them fifteen 
blocks long, have taken on a new 
organization since the department 
began its control in 1918. And they 
have taken on brooms. Even Or- 
chard Street, once the waste basket 
of the city, must be kept clean. Out- 
wardly and to a casual eye that is 
the biggest change. The pushcart 
man has deeper insight. 


Prosperity and 2 Pushcart 


Here, for instance, is Mr. Dinhofer. 
For twenty-five years he has stood 
at one spot on the pavement of 
Houston Street and sold stockings. 
When he goes home he crosses the 
sidewalk and climbs the stairs. There 
were three or four other carts in all 
Houston Street when he began; now 
there are 128 in five blocks. Mr. 
Dinhofer has five children and one 
grandchild. He has prospered. The 
pushcart of that other old man put 
his son through college; the push- 
cart of Mr. Dinhofer has raised his 
five children and helped to start the 
third generation. 

The big change, says Mr. Dinhofer, 
is that now even if he doesn’t get to 
work till as late as 9 in the morning 
his place is there waiting for him. 
He pays $1 a week for his permit 
and the city assures him his regular 
stand. Befure—it was cold some- 
times if. you had to sleep near at 
hand to be there early, say at 4 or 5 


Pushcart Stables—169 Ludlow Street. 
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o'clock, after working tii 11 or mid- 
night the day before. 

Some, presiding from 6 A. M. till 
midnight on busy days, think back 
over all the cartloads of ties they 
have sold or the job lots and regret 
the days when shoes cost $1.50 and 
a suit $10 and one cduld rent a room’ 
for $3. But when they go to the 
pushcart stable, even though it may 
be 4 A. M., and off to the wholesale 
market, they are glad of the new 
dispensation and the assured place at 
the curb waiting for them and glad, 
too; that the landlords can no longer 
pound a man with a cart for $20 a 
week extra legal toll. A few still do, 
but the Markets Department keeps 
its eye out for evidence. 

There are pushcart stables wher- 
ever there are street marketez. The 
city has fifty of them, maybe a hun- 
@red. Dark places, in a cellar or, 
less often, a store. A ramp leads 
down to dusk beyond and one electric 
light makes a spot of yellow. Per- 
haps there is a court beyond. seen 
from close at hand through a gray 
pane. - 


Rows and Rows of Carts 


In the darkness there are rows and 
rows.cf carts, up-ended and jammed 
tight, making rakish angles over 
strings of big wheels. Forty make 
a small stable, 150 the biggest. Some- 
times the stableman owns and rents, 
at $1 a week or a little more, to such 
as have not amassed the purchase 
price of $25. To owners he lets his 
space; like a garage man—7% cents a 
week empty, a dollar loaded, a dollar 
a month boarding. 

Sometimes the stableman is one of 
the administrative problems for Mar- 
kets Commissioner Edwin J. 0’ Mal- 
ley. The pushcart no longer has to 
squeeze out perhaps as much as $50 
a month for gouging tandiords, with 
incidentals to make violation of 
minor ordinances invisible. But the 
permit plate, which is the sign of 
the new order, has a contraband 
value. If a stableman takes a 
chance and rents a cart, knowing its 
owner will not use it that day, the 
permit plate (which goes to the in- 
dividual, not the vehicle) may not 
come home at night. It got to the 
point where a plate was worth $50, 
so the department ruled that loss of 
one meant a ten-day suspension. 
Ten days would bring the average 
peddier about $3. The ruling 
caused reported losses by theft or 
fire to grow fewer. : 

There are similar problems. A 
man recently brought his family. 
from Bosten and paid $900, every 
cent he had, for a stoopline stand 
and the curb privileges for two carts. 
The seller was on his way to Europe 
before the buyer found he had been 
swindled.

Around 
all these markets the density of 
population is 200 to the acre or 
more. _That is the way the pushcart 
grew up. from the days of Hester 
Street and Paddy's Market, in Ninth 
Avenue from Thirty-seventh Street 
to Forty-second Street, which Harri- 
gan and Hart used to sing about.

And will 
the establishment of a countrywide 
chain of bakeries enable the manu- 
facturers of bread to increase their 
prices? We are assured that neither 
thing will happen. The cost of 
wheat, for one thing, enters into the 
cost of bread only as a one-fourth 
factor. Other ingredients and the 
overhead make 7 per cent. of®the 
total, and the promoters of the mer- 
ger assert that economies will be ef- 
fected, economies in mass production 
and in distribution, which should 
make the product cheaper rather 
than more expensive.

It is- said that the Boston Orches- 
tra has never tried more whole- 
heartedly than it has tried with 
Koussevitsky to carry out the 
wishes of a leader the men like as 
much as they esteem.

As Seen by His. Audience 


On the platform Koussevitsky is. 
an interesting figure. He has an 
air of complete confidence, case and 
quiet command. There is a distinc- 
tion in his bearing that is ‘‘intrigu- 
ing,"* as the young ladies say. His 
graying hair, his very mobile fea- 
tures, the sparkling eye and the sen- 
sitive hands carry out the effect. He 
often conducts— without score and 
usually with but the scantest atten- 
tion to the score when it is before 
him. His gestures are conspicuoulsy- 
expressive but not superfluous. An 
effect fs made on orchestra and on 
audience, too, but is is not an unnec- 
essary or a manufactured effect. 
It is the felicitous visualization of 
what Koussevitsky wants from his 
men and it is valuable to the con- 
ductor, to whose interest it is to 
present a picture as well as a score 
to the audience. .

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SUPERB WASHINGTON OF THE FUTURE 


Capital of the Nation Is Fulfilling and Even Surpassing Its Creators’ Dream of 
a City Beautiful, Still Guided by the Spirit of L’Enfant’s Original Plan 


AJOR L’ENFANT’S dream 

is coming true. Washing- 

ton, the superb city that the 

great Frenchman 

as rising .beside the Poto- 
mac, is fast fulfilling and even wur- 
passing the vision that he saw so 
clearly; the vision that Genera) 
Washington and Thomas Jefferson 
saw, too, so vividly when he showed 
it to them. 

Extravagant though that dream of 
au great world capital may have 
seemed in that simple day, it is sure- 
ly becoming reality. The Commis- 
sion of Fine Arts and the newer 
Park Commission are attending to 
that. They have much to overcome. 
The dream was forgotten for a long, 
long while. But its spirit still guides 
in the building of a city worthy of 
America. 

When Mr. Adams passed along 
Pennsylvania Avenue to the “Presi- 
dent’s House’’ in 1800, he found the 
road little better than an alder- 
fringed morass. Even the Executive 
Mansion was unfinished, and the 
President's good wife, Abigail, called 
its audience room an excellent place 
for hanging clothes to dry. The 
Mali was then a malarial swamp. 
Today it is a great, green, ideal 
park, and it is but the beginning of 
the magnificent parks that beautify 
the District. 


The Washington Monument 


The visitor’s eyes rest upon the 
Washington Monument. “It stands,’’ 
as has been said, ‘‘not only as one 
of the most stupendous works of 
man, but also as one of the most 
beautiful; indeed, it is at omce so 
great and so simple that it seems to 
be almost a work of nature.’’ 

These words tell the story of what 
is being done in Washington. Na- 
ture is being married to art. A jour- 
ney to the Greet Falls of the Poto- 
mac will make the words seem truce. 
Within fifteen miles of Washington 
a bit of scenery like that of the great 
national parks of the West. may be 
found; a bit that for grandeur and 
natural loveliness is as worthy of 
preservation. 

Here the rushing waters of the 
Potomac pour over mighty rocks, 
while a little further down, the 
stream is quiet and serene. To this 
spot a conduit road has been built; 
under it the city’s water supply will 
be led. Taking example from River- 
side Drive in New York, Waxhing- 
ton is acquiring ground for a great 
parkway over which the beauty spot 
at Great Falls can be reached in less 
than an hour’s drive from the heart 
‘of the capital.

It must not be supposed that the 
improvements at Washington come 
from disconnected efforts directed 
from on high. They are the result 
of the revelation of the Columbia 
Exposition in Chicage in 1898. Then, 
to use the words of Burnham, whose 
genius made possible the beauty of 
the Chicago Fair, the people of the 
whole country discovered landscape 
architecture and were delighted. 
They learned that although ‘*‘a pool, 
@ grassy bank or a building may be 
individually ,beautiful, each may ap- 
pear ugly in inharmonious surround- 
ings, and, moreover, no one of them 
is so beautiful as a union of them 
all in a good design.’’ , 

This discovery enlightened even 
the halls of Congress. Senator Mc- 
Millan of the Committee on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, brought about the 
appointing of a commission to de- 
velop the capital. The commission 
was composed of men whose unques- 
tioned accomplishments were their 
only recommendation. Burnham, 
McKim, Saint-Gaudens and Olmstead 
were men above praise. Charies 
Moore, then clerk of the McMillan 
Senate Committee, wrote the report 
in which their suggestions were 
embodied. 

Twenty-odd years have passed 
since the first conference instituted 
the renaissance of Washington, and 
already the city is becoming the 
splendid thing foreseen by its crea- 
tors. The clarity of their foresight is 
shown in the fact that the men who 
reviewed the original plan by the 
light of the attainments of the whole 
world could discover no defect in it. 

Washington had grown from a city 
of a few thousand, in the days after 
L’Enfant, to one of as many hun- 
dreds of thousands. The equestrian 
statue of George Washington,

ordered by Congress to be placed in 
the very centre of the city. had 
never been executed; the great shaft 
of the Washington Monument had 
been raised at a spot where no such 
landmark had been contemplated in 
the L’Enfant plan. It takes genius 
to restore an alignment thus violated 
and to make a new and greater plan 
fit with an original scheme. 


Genius Routs Ignorance 


But genius was at hand in Wash- 
ington. It was at hand to give battle 
when ignorance of the fundamental 
principles of the McMillan plan 
threatened to place the Lincoln Me- 
morial, the Freer Gallery, the Agri- 
cultural Building and the Nationa! 
Museum where they would bring 
chaos to the L’Enfant plan and its 
developnient. Hydra-headed disorder 
is ever ready to attack any plan, 
however perfect. 

Three of the members of the Mc- 
Millan Commission have passed on. 
Their beneficent plans are furthered 
today by the Commission of Fine 
Arts, created by Congress in Presi- 
dent Taft's Administration. Mr. 


Moore, who was Senator McMillan's | 


right-hand man, is its Chairman. 
The names of those who serve with 
him and the names of those who 
served before them compose an honor 
roll of artists and architects. 

There is work for these men to do. 
There are the fortifications that were 
thrown about Washington in the 
dark days of the Civil War. These 
are to be united by parkways form- 
ing a circuit drive around the city. 
Historic spots they are and scenic, 
too, for they were chosen for the 
commanding views they gave of the 
entire surrounding country. ‘Not 
the least attractive feature of Wash- 





ington is its setting. Few capitals 


in the world, said Ambassador Bryce, 
are placed in the midst of such a 
lovely region. 

Then there is the parkway that is 
to join Washington with Mount Ver- 
non. The dreary drive to the home 
of the first President affords little 
pleasure at present. 

The World War interfered sadly 
with the development of Washing- 
ton. Buildings were put up hastily 
to meet emergencies. Green parks 
were requisitioned. for temporary 
structures. The house-wrecker must 
be called into action before Washing- 
ton can be restored. But the vitality 
of the basic plan is in no way im- 
paired by these ‘“‘tempos,’’ as the 
wartime firetraps are called. Con- 
gress is again bestirring itself, com- 
mittees are meeting and before long 
a new chapter of well-ordered and 
magnificent construction should be 
written in the story of the city. 

The new Park Commission should 
be a valuable aid. Until] last June 
Washington had never had a com- 
mission to administer its parks. In- 
deed, in eighty years from 1800 not 
an acre was added to the park area. 
The commission came into being at 
last, thanks to the stimulus of the 
American Civic Association and the 
Washington Board of Trade. 

It ia empowered to act in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and also to acquire 
lands in Virginia and Maryland. 
Thus it will be able to provide for 
the parkway to Mount Vernon as 
well as to protect the shores of the 
river about Great Falls. On the 
commission are the Director of the 
National Parks, the Chief of the 
Forest Service, the army engineer in 
charge of the public grounds and 
buildings of the capital and a Rep-

In .all this solemn magnificence 
there is something that seems th- 
cieation of our own soil. Just as 
Major L’Enfant, in projecting plans 
for Washington, drew inspiration 
from what had been done in older 
lands, so did those who followe4 hin. 
Bet-there has been no servile imi- 
tation. 


Thus, the capital of the country is 
fulfilling the dreams of its founders. 
Most of us spend our days amid dull 
and drab surroundings. We know 
that we are citizens of a country” 
that has accumulated fabulous 
wealth, but our individual lives have 
little of the opulence we read about. 
We see marble pised upon marble in 
maudlin imitation of the palaces of 
nobles. of long ago, and we discover 
in these structures little save adver- 
tisement of success. Here and there 
we see delightful little buildings that 
tell of colonial days, and then we 
wonder whether we have not lost 
rather than gained in our gigantic 
aggregations of stone and steel. 
But Washington scems to be grow- 
ing with a grace that bespeaks nor- 
mal development and displays little 
of the elephantiasis of our giant 
cities. True, our needs call for great 
stacks that belch forth smoke and 
soot. We like to feel that our cap- 
ital city is free from them. 

We must work to live; but may we 





not put on fine raiment once in a 
while?

NDER the brow of a hilt 

near the boundaries of the 

town of “Saranac Lake, 

stands “‘a house in the eye 

of many winds, with a view 
of a piece of running water.’’ Could 
any modern realtor have written a 
more alluring description? The 
words are those of Robert. Louis 
Stevenson, and the house is the old 
Raker place, where Stevenson lived 
from Oct. 3, 1887, to April 16, 1888, 
Recently the cottage was bought by 
the Stevenson Society of America, 
and henceforth it will be the beloved 
author’s permanent American 
moriai.

No spot in America, with the pos- ' 
sible exception of a picturesque ruin j 


of an adobe in Monterey, Cal., 
where Stevenson lived for some 
months in sickness and poverty, is 
more intimately associated -with his 
work and personality. It was here 
that he conceived and began “The 
Mastet of Ballantrae,’” and here 
that he wrote “A Christmas Ser- 
mon,” “The Lantern’ Bearers,”* 
“Pulvis et Umbra,” ‘*‘Beggars,” 
“Gentlemen” and “A Chapter on 
Dreams.” Here also he collaborated 
with Lioyd Osbourne in “The Wrong 
Box."’ 

Moreover, it was here, and not in 
Engiand, that he was first accorded 
wite and enduring fame. it was 
America’s warm-hearted approval, 
hacked by substantial checks from 
clamoring publishers, that made the 
later adventures and achievements 
possible. So the old Baker house, 
for all levers of Stevenson—and 
they are still numbered by the hun- 
dreds of thousands—is a fitting place 
of piigrimage. 


The House Upon the Hill 


The pilgrim of 1924 will find that 
time has touched the Baker cottage 
and its surroundings with a light 
hand. Stevenson’s descriptions, con- 
tained in letters to his friends, still 
fit it fairly well. .“We have a 
wooden house on a hilltop,’’ he 
wrote to a cousin, “Bob” Stevenson, 
soen after his arrival, ‘‘overlooking 


a river and a village about a quar- | 


ter of a mile away, and very wooded 
hills; the whole scene is very High- 
land, bar want of heather and the 
wooden houses.”

Among the personal relics already 
in the possession of the society arc 
the desk at which Stevenson wrote, 
the bed in which he slept, a series of 
humorous wood-blocks carved at 
Davos in 1882 to illustrate a maga 
zine which Stevenson and his step- 
son amused themselves by printing; 
a pewter inkstand used by Stevenson 
in Samoa, his last pen, a number 
of family letters, some original man- 
uscripts and several articles of 
clothing, including the famous velvet 
jacket, which he wore first as a stu- 
dent in Edinburgh and which became 
&@ smoking coat in his Saranac days. 
it is the custom of the Stevenson So- 
ciety un each anniversary of his 
birth to lay a sprig of Scotch heather 
on this garment. 

The Stevenson Society was formed 
in 1915, at the suggestion of Robert 
H. Davis, editor cf Munsey’s Mag- 
azine. One of the fist men whose 
interest Mr. Davis enlisted was Gut- 
zon Borglum, the sculptor, whose 
contribution is the admirable bronze . 
tabiet now attached to the wali just 
outside Stevenson’s study. On this 
tablet is a bas-relief of R. L. 8. as 
he appeared in his Saranac days, a 
quotation from the passage in which 
he relates the manner in which “The 
Master of Ballantrae”’ came to him, 
and a list of the writings completed 
or begun at Saranac.

N the Palace of Versailles there 

came together recently families

Here in the historic palace of the 
French Kings, at the first banquet 
given there for fifty years, Mescend- 
ants of Montcaim and Wolfe... the 
vpposing Generals at Quebec in 1758 
sat side by side. For the first time 
in history the strains of ““God Save 
the King’ floated through the halis 
of Versailles, and in the seat of the 
Mourbons there was heard the 
**Marseiliaise’’-—the refrain born 
during the Revolution.

And the hope was thet news 
of the gathering would spread 
throughout France and arouse inter- 
est in efforts of the society to obtain 
for Government archives at Ottawa 
letters and documents bearing upon 
Canadian history. 

Canada is particularly rich in ro- 
mantic history, as all know who 
have read Francis Parkman. Echoes 
of the Louis and the Court of France 
were heard in its dark forests two 
centuries ago. And as a picturesque 
heritage are the French-Canadian 
habitants. It is no disparagement of 
the more recent part played by Brit- 
ish colonists and present pioneers in 
Geveloping the Canadian Northwest 
tq grant that the greatest spell of 
romance in the Northern Dominion 
came from the French settlers. For 
all the stories of the Hudson Bay 
Company, the Kiondike gold rush 
and the steam, electric and gasoline 
conquest of the wilderness and 
plains, the fascination of Canadian 
history lies in the intrepid expedi- 
tions of the French Jesuit missiona- 
ries and other explorers .and the

i That Canadians are proud of their 
;romantic past is attested by the 
| presence of many historical associa- 
(tions, particularly in Quebec and 
| among French Canadians. The dif- 
| ficulty in getting at the true history, 
however, has been added by the 
necessity of sifting fact from legend, 
a -lifficulty generally encountered 
whenever there are involved prim- 
itive races, such as Indians, and a 
folklore loving people, such as the 
habitants. Another difficulty in the 
writing of Canadian history has been 
the fact that many records relating 
to the exploration and conquest of

sources found within the Dominion, 
the Ministry of Archives at Ottawa 
proceeded about as far as it can go. 
The next step was to obtain from 
across the sea bistoric documents 
relating to Canada. Accordingly, the 
Canadian Historical Society in Eng- 
land -was formed a few years ago. 
King George consented to be the 
Honorary President. The President 
is the Duke of Connaught, brother 
of King Edward Vil., and for five 
years Governor General of Canada. 
The President of the Executive Com- 
mittee, who was instrumental in the 
formation of the society, is Sir Camp- 
bell Stuart, and already, he says, 
the organization has brought to 
light in Great Britain a number of 
documents to enrich the Ottawa 
archives. :

Old Families Represented 


The guests came from English and 
French speaking Canada, from Great 
Britain, and from all over France. 
Each of the thirty tables was given 
a name after some French town 
which had some historic connection 
with new France. Thus at Tabie 
Sainte-Mailo was the Mayor of St. 
Malo and Jacques Cartier, descend- 
ant of the great sailor of the same 
name who sailed from St. Malo in 
1574 for the discovery of Canada.. At 
° Campbell 
Stuart had on one side of him the 
Duc de Levis-Mirepoix, whose an- 
cestor the Duc de Levis was the last 
commander of French in 
Canada, and on the other side the; 

And as an 
appropriate symbol of French and 
British common interest in Cana- 
dian history, on the other hand of the 
Marquis de Montcalm was Wolfe

Frankness of Vision 


It is not perhaps quite fair to quote 
these justifiably cherished praises. 
It would be easy to readin them 
that desire for propaganda which is 
sweeping like a plague over the 
world. Nothing. could be more ill- 
natured. A Spaniard loving his coun- 
try and sensitive for its good repute 
fm other parts of the world hardly

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WINTER IN THE ALPS 


By JULIAN GRANDE. 
. GENEVA. 
N the opinion of many the Alps 
in Winter are finer than in 

Summer, for the Winter Alpine 

landscape, taken as a whole, is cer- 
tainly more striking and impressive 
than the Summer landscape. Taken 
in detail, however, it is perhaps not 
so beautiful, owing to the absence of 
the many-colored flowers and leafy 
trees of Summer, for which the un- 
broken white of snowed-under fielde. 
and hills, ornamented only with ice 
flowers, icicles and hoar-frost, do 
not altogether compensate. 
What green is there in an Alpine 
landscape in Winter? The green of 
the fir tree is curiously dulled in 
tint and turned to a sort of bronzed 
shade. in England snow, when it 
does come, often takes on blue lights 
In the Alps, however, it is seldom 
blue, but a dazzling white, more or 
less sparkling, according to the 
amount of sunshine. Moreover, the 
Winter visitor to the Alps misses the 
constant tinkling of the cowbells or 
the singing of the birds. On the 
other hand, he has the sound of the 
sleigh and diligence bells, or the 
sound of motor horns, which break 
cheerfully or otherwise upon the 
profound stillness. 

Sunrise effects are seen by very 
few, for the simple reason that 
hardly any one is up and about in 
time to do so. Whether -it is that 
the previous day's sports have tired 
people out or whether they sat up 
too late at last night's ball, or pos- 
sibly because the fresh cold air 
makes makes them sleepy, it is dif- 
ficult to say, but fer seme reason or 
other no one seems to get up early 
in an Alpine Winter resort, and 
searcely any one is at breakfast be- 
fore 9. 


Alluring the Alpine Sunsets 


The sunsets every one sees, and 
sometimes the Alpine afterglow, 
which in Winter is seen to greater 
perfection than in Summer. When 
the mountains are not quite clear of 
snowciouds, then is the time to wit- 
ness the most wonderful sunset ef- 
fects, the sun's rays shining through 
light snowclouds appearing to create 
coloring of a far deeper tone thgn 
usual. Even at midday long streaks 
of rainbow-colored clouds may be 
seen rather low on the horizon, just 
above the mountain tops, the long 
bands of waving prismatic tints ap- 
pearing constantly to come and go 
in the bright light. 

Again, the Winter nights, like the 
Winter days, leave a stronger im- 
Pression on the mind than those in 
Summer. The stars shine brilliant-‘ 
ly in the sky, which appears to be 
somewhat cold and hard and without 
a trace of the softness of a tropical 
sky. For some cause or other, 
however, it seems to be a small sky 
not far above our heads—perhaps 
owing to the nearness of the high 
peaks. 

I do not believe, however, that it 
is only the aspects of nature in Win- 
ter that attraet English people to 
the Alps in increasing numbers 
every Winter. Just as the aspect 
of nature is different in the Alps in 
Winter as in Summer, so the set of 
people to be found in the Alps in 
Winter is quite different from that 


in Summer. The proportions of na- 
tionalities are wholly changed. 
Americans, for example, far from 


being numerous, are almost absent; 
at any rate, in certain resorts there 
are few French, and the Germans, 
since the wur, are mostly confined 
to the war profiteers and are to be 
found in the most expensive hotels 
in the Engadine resorts and not, as 
in Summer, scattered throughout 
Switzerland. The proportion of Brit- 
ish visitors is no doubt immensely 
greater in Winter than in Summer. 

Moreover, the Winter visitors do 
not exactly come within the cate- 
gory of tourists. For the most part 
they go to one resort, and stay 
there fer the whole of their holiday. 
The foreign population of a Winter 
centre is, therefore, not a shifting 
population, as it is in Summer. The 
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great deal more than is at first ap-} 
parent. There are certainly not 
many young men 2nd young women, 
too, who are attracted to the Aips 
in Winter mainly for the sake of 
skating, skiing and curling; and 
there is no use in blinking facts 
that are obvious to all who know 
anything of Winter sports. — é 

Without doubt many mammas go 
to Switzcriand in Winter in order to 
try to marry off their daughters, and 
what is more, they sometimes suc-. 
ceed in doing so; but whether our 
modern Coelebs in search of a wife 
ever goes to a Winter sports centre 
to look for her I cannot say. I never 
heard that he did so If he does, he 
had better take any likely girl out 
for a day‘s ski excursion, for, after 
climbing I know of no better way of 
uscertaining her temper and charac- 
ter. No matter how cleverly she may 
conceal her deficiencies in the hotel 
lounge or the drawing room, they 
will come out on the ski field, while 
any good quality she may have will 
probably have far more chances to 
appear also. Nowhere, indeed; is the 
character of man and woman more 
surely revealed than on the moun- 
tain. 

Finding the Right Resort 

The choice of a Winter resort in 
the Alps is, 1 confess, a difficult 
task. The number of Winter sport 
centres increases ever year, and, as 
each lays the utmost stress on its 
advantages and attractions, quite 
forgetting to mention its disadvan- 
tages and drawbacks, it is only by 
chance that any one not already fa- 
mifiar with Switserland in Winter 
finds a resort best suited to his re- 
quirements,-to say nothing of his 
purse. For it is idie to pretend that 
ali Winter resorts are equally good, 
or that all are equality well suited 
for all sports. Some are excellent 
for one sport and not nearly so good 
for another. In some, for instance, 
there are far better natural toboggan 
and bobsieigh runs than in others; 
some possess ski slopes which, while 
excellent fer beginners, afford no 
suitable practice for skilled runners; 
while the rinks of some resurts are 
much larger and better than those 
of others. 

Tourists who knew the Alps before 
the war and have not visited them 
since the armistice need not expect 
to find the same pension prices, In 
some hotels as much as double is 
now charged for pension. Traveling 
has likewise become very expensive, 
while extras in amusement taxes and 
so forth make a Winter holiday now 
possible only to, the wealthy. I do 
not mean to imply ‘that the double 
prices one has to pay now in Swis. 
hotels is due to the fact that Swis: 
hotel proprietors have become prof- 
iteers. On the contrary, I believe, 
in comparison with the cost of living 
and high taxation their charges are 
reasonable, but the class of people 
who used to spend Winter in the 
Alps now find it difficult to pay the 
prices demanded.

THE RISE OF THE STAGE DIRECTOR — 


IT by bit, a new occupation has 

attached itself to the theatre, and, 

after. just a temporary shyness, 

appropriated for. itself a protec- 

tive adjective. The adjective is 
“essential,"" and the occupation is that 
of stage director. 


In the beginning there were no stage 
directors. The abserice of such a thing 
as stage director fifty years ago, more- 
over, is the reason why theatrical his- 
tory does not record ‘the names of the 
stage directors. of fifty” years . ago. 
(This._is an essential point and will not 
be sacrificed, though all the Old Sub- 
scribers and Pro Bono Publicos for-hun- 
dreds of miles around write in with 
long lists of old-time stage . directors, 
whom they themselves witnessed back 
in the days when Albany ‘was way Up- 
town.) 


Until recently the stage director was 
almost invariably the producer himself. 
The fact involves a rather obvious and 
natural duplication—most of the man- 
agers: of -not-so long ago* were theni- 
selves either actors or ex-actors, with 
a thorough. understanding, for their 
rough times, ofthe problems which now 
are the stage director's,

STATE MAY BE HELD LIABLE 
- FOR DAMAGE DONE BY DEER 


: Long <Island constable who ar- 

, rested a property owner at Yaphank 
recently because he shot and Killed 

a decr.efter the animal had made a 
disastrous raid on his garden may be 
the ‘unwitting cause of important amend- 
‘ments to the State game laws, in spite 
of the fact that he saved the guilty man 
from a. jail term by. paying his fine 
himself. The property. owner in ques- 
tion happened.to be. Dwight W. Hunting- 
ton, who is also President of the Game 
Conservation Society, Inc., of New York 
City. As the result of the Yaphank in- 
cident the society will propose to the 
State Legislature at its next session that 
the State be cémpelled by law to com- 
pensate property owners for -dameges 
fneurread by State-protected animals that 
trespass. on lands without the owner’s 
consent. 
~The society will also pray the law- 
makers to pass a. special act to oe 
burse the dutiful yet kindly Yap 
constable -for the §10 he -expended on 
Mr. Huntington’s behalf. 

The Huntington case has furnished a 
focal point fora great’ deal of dissatis- 
faction’ among farmers and. «hunters 
alike, and ‘the action of the Game Con- 
servation Society represents a lot of 
pent-up emotion. Mr, Huntington -is not 
the only property owner who wants to 
khow what right the State has to board 
its animals on- privately. owneg farms 
without paying for their board. There is 
& permanent closed season on. Long Is- 
land for deer and they are considéred 
in law the property of the State. But 
thiére “are. so many of them around. now 
that they are apparently forced to forage 
on’ private preserves to get their daily 
sustenance. Mr. Huntington and his fel- 
low sufferers would:hot hesitate to take 
drastic action against-any neighbor who 
entered their.gardens, as did: Mr. Hun- 
tington’s famous deer, to root out. the 
sweet. corn, rye, buckwheat and vege- 
tables “which. they. planted and nursed 
into -growth.. They» would be within 
their rights: in.-doing so, and they 
cannot. understand why deer should con- 
stitute a privileged class, immune from 
equally’ drastic measures. 

Mr: ‘Huntington’ does not feel like a 
felon, although he, was adjudged te be 
‘one bye Magistrate of the law sitting 
@tia ¥Yaphenk court, Asa matter of 
fact, he end ‘those in his position’ feel 
that ‘they are the ones that have been 
wronged. Why, they say, is @ Long 
Islander not permitted to molest a deer 
at.any time and under any ciroum- 
stances, when the animals have multi- 
plied.to such an exteht that the United 
States Department of Agriculture offers 
to give them away by the thousand?

If they should be allowed to 
traffic in game as well as to Increase 
its watural supply, the hunter and 
farmer would fill the market places with 
fowl and ‘meat, delicious -in ‘taste and 
superior in quality. This would reduce 
the cost of meat during the hunting. 
season by 50 or 60 per cent.”

His 
néighbor. did not say who shot the deer.

He. mefely asked the officer to have the 
animal removed, But Mr.. Huntington’ 
had confessed. Criminal proceedings 
were ‘therefore inevitable.

That is. just 
the thing we are trying to do—to safe- 
guard the qpeimaxy mah from his own 
errors.

When Blue-Sky Laws Fail. 


Much has ‘been = expected. from. the 
enactment of blue-sky laws under which 
stock issues must be registered in the 
States where ‘stock cémpanies have, re- 
ceived charters. But some of the bvut- 
standing and flagrant: security swindles 
of the ‘country have ‘takeh® plaéé in 
States with ‘fhe oldest and, strictest 
laws. >”. 

Indeed, there is considerable evidence 
to’ justify the statement that ‘blue-sky 
measures have increased and facilitated 
the frauds which they: were intendéd to 
prevent, by seeming to placé the stamp 
of approval upon dishonest promoters 
and. spurious securities. A State license 
to. sell stocks and bonds is often ac- 
cepted as a badge of honesty and a seal 
of guarantee from the State itself... Mr. 
Simmons observed’ that the results from 
these laws were far beldw expectations. 

“As hs rule, the first reaction of public 





opinion. to.-an épidemic . of . security 
frauds is a demand for new legisla- 
tion,”’ he -said,: “especially of the kind 
defined as blue-sky laws. “The basic 
principle’ is the licensing of those. who 
sell securities and the registering of 
securities... The first law of this. kind, 
enacted in Kansas years ago, has been 
adopted in some measure by practically 
all of the States. Thus-we have: had 
a wide opportunity to observe the work- 
ings of such laws. Certainly a com- 
mendable purpose lies behind these stat- 
utes, but fn practice that purpose fs. not 
fully realized. Despite the enacting. of 
many laws, their enforcement by intelli+ 
gent and. courageous officials. and their 
constant revision to meet new condi- 
tions, security swindling ‘continues, 

“What is the -effective. remedy: for] 
stock swindlirig?”’ ‘Mr.’ Simmons was 
asked. : 

“Prison sentences of liberal length,’’ 
he “replied. “After extensive observa- 
tion, the Exchange’ hes become “con 
vinced that there is “no substitute: ‘for 
the severe sentence. 

“An examination of recent tecords re- 
veals. an astonishing leniency in this. 
respect. Many fraudulent promoters 
detected almost In the act are’ never 
brought to trial. Many more are never 
convicted. Even the few that ‘are pun- 
ished ‘receive ebsurdly light ‘sentences, 
often nullified by parole or pardon. The

actual risks of engaging in security 
swindling today are“ small when com- 
pared with the possible -gains, 


Enforce the Law. 


“While this situation. continues we 
cannot hope wholly to check such swin- 
dling. But-:once the perpetrators are 
promptly tried and sentencéd the evil 
will be well on its way toward: correc- 
tion.. The fundamental need is the rig- 
orous and unsparing enforcement of 
laws. Surely we have’ enough of these 
to cover almost every conceivable case. 
It is the belief that these laws can be 
promptly and properly enforced ‘only 
with the help of organized, business; 
thus we have offered our assistance. to 
ithe Government.”

Several cases had deen brought ashere 
when the State officials - realized that 
some means must.be found to isolate 
them.

had swept from Central Asia across Rus- 
sla and head subjected the cathedrals of 
both Kiev-and Moscow, to the’ sway of 
the Tartars of ‘the Goldén Horde. It 
was Poland that almost alone battled 
with these invaders. The Poles wore 


‘themselves out in the attempt to extend 


their sway over unwilling millions. 
There are the sources of the deep an- 
tipathies which stlil separate these two 
great Slavonic races, nearly akin in 
blood,. the Russian ‘and the Pole. 
‘The first German crusaders along the 
Baltic coaste- were various orders of 
knighthood, like the Teutonic Knights, 
the Brothers of the Sword, and ‘some 
lesser orders. ‘These fraternities of ware 
riors were first organized among the 
crusaders to the Holy Land. In the 
thirteenth century they turned to: fight 
the infidel nearer home. ‘The pagans of 
Holstein’ and Pomerania had dy 
been conqueréd and partly abso by 
the ‘conquering Germans when 
Knights of the Teutonic Order ovettan 
and possessed .the’ country. known as 
Hast. Prussia; a name which is itself 
derived from’ one of _ the obliterated 
tates, the Borussians: : 


Sewing Seeds of Strife. 

Avoiding ‘Lithuania, which was to be 
converted from paganism by. the Poles; 
the German knights established them- 
sélves ‘by force among the Letts and 
Ests and ‘carved out for themselves by 
force there the great estates which re- 
mained in the. hands of the German 
aristécracy until the days of the great 
war. 

Rige and Reval were founded; and 
after the knights. came the German 
merchants. .The German cities of the 
Hanseatic’ League completed the con- 
quest which, the crusaders had begun. 
They established a commercial and in- 
dustrial confederacy that controlied the 
commerce of the Baltic Sea, and of 
Museovy, or Great Russia. 

Thus these alien races .were heaped 
upon one. another, the Germans ,con- 
quering and absorbing the Slavs of the 
north and superimposing themselves on 
the ‘Letts and Ests, the Peles estab-

Russian ahd ‘Tartar humanity which, 
whether Christian.or Mohammedan. in 
religion, was equally alien to Western 
races. ‘Toward the south of the Polish 
and Tartar cleavage these races. came 
in“ touch with the other great Moslem 
empire at Constantinople. 

The Sultan of Turkey. was then the 
lord of all of Rumania and even, for 
a lttle while, of Hungary. The Black 
Sea was a Mohammedan lake, and the 
Ruman, whose name preserved the 
memory of the fact that. his was the 
furthest flung outpost of-the old Roman 
Empire, was so obscured by conquest 
as to be almost forgotten by the rest 
of Europe. 

When German and Polish crusades 
began, in -the thirteenth century, the 
Russian race was comparatively small 
and disorganized...The native rulers of 
Kiev and Muscovy were not in the same 
class with the Kings of Poland and Bo- 
hemia, much lese with the-Emperor of 
Germany, who had donned the titles of 
old Rome. In the period. of Tartar su- 
premacy the Russians were welded to- 
gether as never before, Then, under the 
Czare of. the Romanoff family, the Rus- 
slans assumed the. aggressive. 

Russia as Aggreseer. 

Along the lines of broken strata of 
races to the westward the Russian grad- 
ually éstablished his supremacy over 
Finns, Ests and Letts, Lithuanians and 
Poles, but never was the deep ¢éleavage 
among these States permanently closed 
or their mutual Irritation allayed. 

The partition -of Poland in the eigh- 
teenth centuryj betwéen Russia on the 
one hand and two German States on the 
other, was. the greatest political crime 


of that era. This injustice has been, cor- 


rected: by the powers who. were victori-. 


ous in the great war. They. not “only 
brought about a Polish resurrection, but 
also lifted out of the pit the’ other na- 
tionalities: submerged’ so long under the 
wreckage of German, Swedish, Polish 
and Russian aggressions. 

Political strata may now have acquired

MOTORISTS WARNED 
AGAINST OIL DILUTION 


RANKCASEH dilution presents an 
important: problem for the motor- 
gar owner, says Raymond D. Guy, 

an engineer in the New York branch of 
the Vacuum Oil Company. 

“The individual car owner can ‘do 
much toward decreasing the amount of 
dilution of his ofl by using. the choke 
only long enough to get the engine 
started," he explains. Dxcessive use of 
the choke causes raw gasoline to be 
drawn into the cylinders, after which it 
works down into the crankcase. 

“The carburetor-must bé properly..ad- 
justed, as a very rich mixture increases 
dilution, Do not let your engine idle 
for long periods; very light loads result 
in low cylinder wall temperatures, which 
do ae toward increasing the rate of

sion ratio, valve size, valve lift, timing, 
weight of reciprocating parts, and the 
nature of ignition; also manifold design, 
deysit¥ of gas and frictional resistance, 
Citroen advertises 20 horsepower as the 
effective power of his 5-horsepower car.

To the Editor of The New York Times: : 

It was gratifying to read in a recent 
issue of THE New Yorke Times that an 
important and influential group of edu- 
éationists had taken ‘a forward step in’ 
the movement for. spelling reform.

LOAN MELON GUT 


Wage-Earners Get Profits of the 
10,774 Savings and Loan 
Groups in United States. 


George E. Palmer, Executive Secre- 
tary, New York State League of Sav- 
ings and Loan Associations, discussing 
the benefits of savings and loan groups, 
said that more than seven million people 
in the United States are gharing all the 
profits of the 10,774 Savings and Loan 
Associations of the country. The un- 
usual feature of this news is not 680 
much the amount of profit realized by 
these people—though the, sum runs into 
the millions, he said—but the novelty 
lies in the fact that almost all of these 
millions of people are of modest means. 
They are not the class of people ysually 
associated with fab dividends, but they 
are wage-earners, who by dint of regu- 
lar saving in small amounts have earned 
profits that richer men might well envy; 
according to Mr. Palmer. 
said: 

“The earnings accumulated by this 
multituce of working. people is their re- 
ward for saving in an institution’ that 
is run exclusively for their benefit. The 
Savings and Loan Association is, in 
fact, the only institution of its kind 
that divides every penny of its returns 
among the people that save in its treas- 
ury.

This is believed by the adherents of 
the measure to be one of the most ad- 
vanced steps ever taken by any State 
to preserve and maintain the beauty of 
its public’ structures. Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania. are the only other 
States in the Union maintaining similar 
bureaus. 

Ugly bridges over, railway crossings, 
unsightly bridge approaches, padly de- 
signed gates, arches and other struc- 
tures on or over State property will no 
longer be possible, it is said, as the com- 
mission is composed of some of the 


ablest men in the field of art. , 
: architect, landscape architect, 


The 
painter and sculptor are appointed from 
lists of not less than three persons 
nominated for each position by the Fine 
Arts Federation of New York. One of 
the two lay members is appointed from 
a. list nominated by the State Board of 
Regents, while the other is appointed 
from a list nominated for the position by 
the United Engineering Society of New 
York City. 

Harvey Wiley Corbett, President of 
the Architectural League of New York, 
and member of the American Institute 
of Architects, is the architect of this 
new commission. Herman A. MacNeil 
is’ the sculptor, Charles N. Lowrie, 
landscape architect. Mr. Lowrie is past 
President of the Society of Landscape 
Architects, and one of the leaders in 
his profession. Professor William H. 


gineer and Frank N. Severance is‘ the 
nominee of the State Board of Regents. 

John V. Van Pelt, architect, Secretary 
of the State Fine Arts Commission, 
which has its. offices in the Flatiron 
Building, New York City, said the other 
day he believes that many of the com- 
munities which: are about to erect a 
bridge, arch, gate, fence, highway 
markers or public structure of any 
kind with State funds or on State prop- 
erty do not realize that such a commis- 
sion exists. He asserts that if they did 
know of this they would send in their 
proposed plans in sketch form for sug- 
gestions and criticisms before complet- 
ing them and running the risk of having 
them disapproved by the commission.
